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Wasumwaton, D. C., Aug. 14.—[Special.]— 
Joe Blackburn and George Frisbie Hoar were 
dead “cut” by some of their colleagues to- 
day. It was a gross breach of Senatorial 
courtesy, but the slight was unintentional. 
The other Senators did not know them. They 
are the weather boards of the Capitol. They 
manage to keep cool by dressing cool and 
looking cool, When the thermometer climbs 
to 105° under the dome, as it does sometimes 
in spite of the great ventilating fans in the 
basement of the Capitol, Blackburn and Hoar 
are a joy to the eye. 

The Kentueky Senator wears a home-made 
suit, som like Kentucky jeans, only 
looser woven. None of his fellow-Senators 
are able to duplicate that suit, though he has 
given them the address of his tailor. They 
suspect that it is like Kentucky whisky—the 
best kept for home consumption. Senator 
Blackburn disclaims the conventionality of a 
waistcoat on hot days. So does Senator 
Hoar, but the Massachusetts Senator differs 
from his Kentucky colleague in that he does 


not disdain a sash. Senator Hoar’s suit is

Blackburn appeared in conventional broad- 
cloth, All last week they had come to the 
Senate Chamber with their tantalizing sug- 
gestions that everybody should keep cool, and 
their colleagues had got used tothem. Today 
a drop of a few degrees in the temperature 
caused them to change. 


‘Short Respite from the Heat. 


Tomorrow they will be wearing the old gar- 
ments again, for a twenty-fours’ respite from 
the heat is the most the National Capital over 
expects. And whenitis hot the heat is of 
that furnacelike kind from which there is no 
escaping. The sun beats down on the asphalt 


. pavement and the great stone buildings all 


day, only. to reflect back at night the radiated 
heat. The pavements give beneath the feet 
like dough. The journey to the Capitol and 
back is a discouraging task, and once within 
the walls of the great building the legislators 
try to forget the discomforts of the return to 
their boarding places or home. Most of them, 
after their first summer, think that they have 
become inured to it, but the next summer is a 
little worse, and the next one is worse still. 
That is why old Congressmen groaned so 
despondently when President Cleveland called 
the extra session for August. Yet living is 
tolerable to those who understand it, even 
though they can’t reach the thirty-second de- 
gree of comfort to which Blackburn and Hoar 
have attained. In the Senate the cardinal 
rule is to do no work, frown down exciting 
debates, and keep a plentiful supply of lemon- 


ade in the cloak-room. The lemonade comes 


out of the contingent fund. When the coun- 
try reads of a sharp tilt between Senators it 
may conclude one of two things—either the 
weather is so hot that its effects are seen in 
the irritability of Senatorial temperaments or 
that it is cool enough for the Senators to get 
excited in advance in order to make impress- 
ive speeches. 

Today was one of the cool days, as was 
shown by the way Vest was permitted to make 
a speech without the interchange of personali- 
ties. Vest himself is one of the Senators who 
can never keep cool. His only concession to 
a rising thermometer is to throw open his 
waistcoat. When he talks he elevates the 
temperature several degrees. Then he mops 
his brow—most of the Senators have to do 
that when they talk in summer—fans himself 
with a copy of the Record, and 
sits down with a feeling that he has got even 
with the weather by making everybody as un- 
comfortable as himself. 


Stevenson Woos the Breeze with a Fan, 


Vice-President Stevenson sits up in the 
chair a monument of perspiring patience. The 
dignity of the Senate would be marred by a 
flannel-shirted presiding officer. Usually 
Adiai’s Prince Albert is closely buttoned, 
and his only defense against the stifling 
atmosphere is his fan. This he wields as 
gracefully as a woman. Sometimes, as his 
eye wanders over the Senators on the floor, he 
sees Matthew Stanley Quay ina queer-looking 
suit of mixed gray, laughing immoderately 
at the firefly Vest. „Quay and Vest are chums, 
but the Pennsylvanian thinks it absurd for 
the Missourian to get excited and uncomfort- 
able when there are cool nooks in the Capitol 
where fish stories can be swapped and the con- 
tingent-fund lemonade sampled. 

Joe Hawley 1s another Senator who makes 
a bluff at seeming cool. He wears a linen 
suit not so elegant as Hoar’s, but good 
enough for a Connecticut man. John Sher- 
man has been known to try similar apparel, 
but his tall. gaunt figure looks so queer that 
he.can’t keep from laughing at himself. 

Senator Allison resorts to a white vest, a 
thin alpaca coat, and a big Panama fan. Thus 
armed he moves about the Senatorial cham- 
ber like a cooling spirit. 

David B. Hill knows neither summer nor 
winter in his apparel. He appears in the Sen-

ate in a suit of black broadcloth in all sea - 
sons. When his colleagues around him are 
melting by the dozen he never seems to per- 
spire. | 

Senators Palmer and Cullom are alike in 
that they scorn the flannel shirt, the y 
sash, and the duck trousers of their W- 
Senators. They wear their clothes thin, of 
dark material, and don’t seem to mind the 
heat. 

The fat men of the Senate keep their flesh 
and their spirits by doing nothing and doing 
it thoroughly. Smith of New Jersey, Lind- 
sey of Kentucky, White of Louisiana, and 
three or four others simply sit in their chairs 
and dream fat men’s dreams of Paradise. 

George Airs His Feet. 

George of Mississippi, who is not a fat man, 
sometimes defies the conventionalties by re- 
moving his shoes, which have trodden over the 
furnace-like asphalt. The unwritten law of 
the Senate forbids any Senator removing his 
coat, even in the heat of debate, but the pro- 
hibition does not apply to the ‘clohk-rooms. 
On hot days it is not an unusual sight to see 
a dozen Senators sitting around in their shirt- 
sleeves in one of the cloak-rooms listening to 
Zeb Vance’s latest story. 

During the dog days of August it is a relief 
to the eyes of members of the House to cast 
them upon the emerald-hued carpet, figured 
in gold, which covers the floor and gives it 
mne appearance of greensward, There is a 
Committee on Ventilation and Acoustics, of 
which Mr. Durborow isa member, and this 
body is supposed to provide healthy, pure, 
life-giving air in the chamber when the Solons 
of the Nation are assembled. 

Some public-spirited citizen upon the open- 
ing day of the present session sent a sup- 
ply of palm-leaf fans to the Capitol, and every 
Congressman and member of the press in at- 
tendance was furnished a breeze-producer. 
It was noticed that the men from New En- 
gland were the most assiduous in their atten- 
tion to these articles provided for their com- 
fort, and ex-Speaker Reed, in a white Russian 
hemp suit with a sackcoat, and wielding a 
huge palm-leaf fan, isa sight long to be re- 
membered, These hemp suits are very pobu- 
lar among Congressmen. Farmer Hatch of 
Missouri, however, antedated Mr. Reed by 
appearing in one of them. 8 

Walker's Hysterical Exploit. 

Thus far it has not been necessary during 
the progress of the debate on the silver bill 
for any Representative to imitate Mr. Walker 
of Massachusetts, who pulled off his coat one 
hot day last summer and pounded his desk 
and pawed the air in his vest, shirt, and 
trousers, but some of the knowing ones pre- 
dict that he will have lots of company before 
this month ends. 

Bourke Cockran wears a light-colored woolen 
plaid or check suit and russet shoes, while one 
of his colleagues from the Empire State has 
attracted a great deal of attention by the 
dazzling white duck suit in which he appears, 
the ensemble being heightened by a pair of 
white cenvas shoes. : 

There is nothing particularly summery 
about the make-up of Mr. Cannon of Dan- 
ville, III., his attire being a mixed pepper-and- 
salt tweed, loosely made and equally loose in 
texture. 

London fog,“ or “elephant’s breath, is 
the name applied to the material of which 
Larry McGann’s summer suit is made. and 
just beyond the yoke of his high-buttoned 
vest is a cool-looking white lawn tie. 

Tim Campbell of New York has become 
famous for his white tied cravat, which is an 
indispensable portion of his toilet, summer or 
winter, and he rather enjoys the distinction he 
has attained. 

Looking down from the House galleries 
upon the floor gives one the impression that 
the big chamber of the Representatives is cool 
and pleasant, but this is not realized during a 
closer contact, for a cauldron filled with hot 
vapor would better express the actual condi- 
tion of affairs. When 358 members and 
probably 100 retainers are on the floor ata 
time they are pretty apt to throw off consid- 
erable caloric, and this is heightened in its 
effects when it comes in contact with the hot 
blasts from the rays of old Sol on the outside 
of the chamber. 

Cold Tea Prevents Prostrations. 


With all ite faults, however, the hall of the 
House has never witnessed a case of prostra- 
tion caused by excessive heat, the astringent 
qualities of the cold tea in the basement 
probably ascending through the immense air 
ducts beneath the emerald carpeted floor. 

One of the coolest looking men in the House 
is Pickler of South Dakota, who makes it 
a practice always to wear clothing of the 
most somber black. His opposite in this re. 
spect is Representative Harter of Ohio, who 
upon the slightest provocation will break out 
in a profuse perspiration which bespanyies 
his bald head and invokesa vigorous mopping 
with a handkerchief. 

There is a conspicuous absence of negligée 
shirts and toilets in the composition of the 
Fifty-third Congress, but this has been ex. 
plained by the presence of a number of new

Wasurnoron, D. C., . 14.— [Special. — 
Senator Vest got off the fence today and land- 
ed in his old free-silvercamp. The adminis- 
tration leaders had a tip days ago that 
Vest was going te go back on them and would 
not support unconditic repeal. The Mis- 
souri Senator, for and months, has 
been trying to stand o@ the administration 
platform and at the sam time reconcile his 
own continuous record as an advocate of 
cheap money.

At times he has hinted 
that-he would supportits unconditional re- 
peal on the ground that this was the shortest 
cut to free coinage. Vest, however, told his 
fellow-silverites today that if they permitte 1 
the law to be unconditionally repealed it 
would be+he end of silver. The question ag- 
itating the administration leaders is whether

similar declaration. He has been nearly as 
well treated as Vest in the matter of patron- 
age, and to his emotionol temperament grat- 
itude is notso mucha matter of calculation 
as with some of his colleagues. Dispassion- 
ate lookers-on think it an even chance where 
the Chairman of the Finance committee 
lands. 

Mr. Voorhees today introduced his bill for 
the increase of national bank circulation. 
This would permit an increase of $19,000,- 
000 to $20,000,000 by allowing the banks 
to issue up to the par amount of their bonds. 
It has the indorsement of the Treasury De- 
partment and pretty much every one in Con- 
gress who believes that the circulating medi- 
um can be increased without adding to the 
volume of cheap money. It is asserted by 
some that Chairman Voorhees thinks this is 
enough for the administration, and that when 
he reports it from the Finance committee, as 
may be done tomorrow, he will have dis- 
charged his duty and be free to revert to the 
original condition asa silver man. When 80 
much uncertainty hinges on one man’s action 
the only safe thing is to wait till he gets 
where he has to vote. Voorhees used to 
denounce the national banks as vampires 
sucking the life-blood of the people. Now 
that he has found the banks are not so hostile 
to the welfare of the country he may be able 
to understand that the people who want silver 
coinage stopped, and stopped for good, are 
not such dreadful personages as he once 
thought them to be. 

Hill Showing His Hand. 

Senator David B. Hill hints that he is be- 
ginning to think of getting ready to define his 
position. He gave an inkling of it last week 
when he introduced a bill for the immediate 


repeal of the Sherman law, with the proviso 
that such repeal should not be construed as 
hostile to bimetallism. The silverites took 
hold of the New York dodger, and said that if 
repeal wasn’t to be construed as hostile to bi- 
metallism the thing to do was to couple 
repeal with bimetallic legislation. Mr. 
Hill wiggled but he did not commit 
himself. Today he came forward with a 
resolution that the special session should be 
confined to financial legislation. Mr. Gal- 
lhnger of New Hampshire wanted him to 
amend it to the effect that the tariff would 
not be disturbed before 1897. Hill expects 
to make his resolution the basis of some re- 
marks further defining his position. The 
trouble is that his speeches never define any- 
thing. He is like Voorhess in that it will not 
be known where he stands until a test vote is 
had. On the only oceasion where he had to 
meet the issue squarely he voted with the free 
silver men. t 

The debate in the House showed that the 
administration is keeping the free coinage 
Democrats pretty well in line. Several of 
them, mindful of the power that dispenses the 
patronage, argued that it is no treason to 
free coinage to support unconditional repeal. 
It is a great pity thata vote cannot be had 
while they are in this frame of mind. 


VEST AND HI 20 TO 1 RATIO BILL, 


He Seems to Think the President Would 
Sign Such a Measure, 
Sr. Lovis, Mo., Aug. 14.—In a letter to the 
Chronicle Senator Vest of Missouri says: 


I have introduced a bill for the free coinage of 
silver at the ratio of 20 to 1, and upon this am 
willing to be criticised and judged, not upon the 
ratio of 24 to 1, against which you argue with so 
much ability. I have always supported free coin- 
age at the present ratio and am prepared to do 
so again. My suggestion of a new ratio of 
20 to 1 is based, as I have repeatedly stated, 
upon the well-known fact that the Pres- 
ident would not sign a bill for free coinage upon 
the existing ratio, and as the friends of silver 
have not enough votes in either House to pass 
such a measure over the Executive veto itis use- 
less to consider that proposition for practical 
purposes.

REPUBLICANS MAY NOT TALE MUCH, | 


Policy of Silence Likely to Be Pursued by 
Them in the House. 

Wasninatox, D. C., Aug. 14.—Inquiry of 
leaders on the Republican side of the House 
elicits the statement that they expect to take 
little or no part in the debate nowin progress. 
Said one of them: 

The Democrats have undertaken to control and 
direct the consideration of the question, and re- 
fused to give the Republicans a chance to amend 
the order regulating the debate. We did not bo- 
lieve that free silver or no silver, which are the 
only alternatives possible under the Bland order, 
were the only two possible solutions of the situa- 
tion, and would have been glad of an opportuni- 
ty to have amended the order so as to secure a 
vote on a proposition which we believe would go 
further than any other to meet and relieve the 
necessities of the financial: situation. But this 
having been denied us we do not feel that the Re- 
publicans have anything to argue, and my belief 
is that none of the members on this side will 
take formal part in the debate. 

It may be doubted, however, whether this 
plan of reticence and reserve will be carried 
out. It is almost a certainty that as the de- 
bate progresses a stage will be reached where 
the opportunity to score a political point will 
prove irresistible to such aggressive leaders 
as Reed, Burrows, Cannon, Hepburn, and 
Henderson. Some of the. best speakers in 
the Democratic ranks are still to be heard, 
and it will be strange indeed if their remarks 
do not call out some pungent retorts or criti- 
cisms. It is true that ex-Speaker Reed frank- 
ly-said during the last Congress that he did 
not know enough on the silver question 
to be üble to enlighten anybody, but 
he may have studied it since then. 
As to the exact attitude of Messrs. Bur- 
rows, Cannon, and other Western men on 
the broad question of silver coinage there is 
some doubt, which they themselves probably 
will take fitting opportunity to dispel.

Joun M. Pas of Riverside, III., writes to 
the morning Record criticising certain state- 
ments made by it regarding monetary mat- 
ters. The utter valuelessness of the entire 
criticism may be shown by one small extract. 
Says the Wise Man of Riverside: 

We had paper in 1862 stamped a full legal ten- 
der and which circulated on a par with gold all 
through those trying times. 

It is well for history that its writing is not 
left to the Peases. The ‘first legal tenders 
were put in circulation in March, 1862. 
When they came piping hot from the press 
with the government stamp on them and the 
legal tender quality in them the brokers 
would not give a gold dollar for one of them. 
Nor would they give a gold dollar for a legal 
tender one until December, 1878, on the eve 
of gold redemption. During the “trying 
times from 1862 to 1879 the legal tender 
dollar never was at par. It sunk so low once 
as to be worth but 35 cents. The most the 
brokers would give for it in 1866, the year 
after the war ended, was 80 cents. They be- 
gan giving more after a date was fixed for re- 
demption, and as that day drew near and gold 
redemption became more certain the brokers 
gave still more. When the government began 
redeeming the notes went to par. These facts 
are known te the older men, The younger 
ones can satisfy themselves by looking at the 
tables in the American Almanac or similar 
publications. 

VEST’S COINAGE BILL. 

Tt has been stated that the Vest bill would 
provide for the free coinage of silver at the 
ratio of 18 to 1, and that the Senator 
would be willing to extend the ratio to 
20 to 1 if necessary, but the quanti- 
ties stated in the bill as telegraphed from 
Washmgton are consistent with a ratio of 20 
to.1. Its terms are that the dollar shall con- 
tain 464.4 grains of pure silver and 516 
grains of standard silver (the latter being 
nine-tenths fine), and that the fractional coins 
shall be. full weight in the same propor- 
tion. It provides that these coins are to be 
legal tender for all debts and dues, public and 
private, except when otherwise expressly stip- 
ulated by contract; that any holder of the 
coins may receive Treasury notes against 
them in sums of not less than $10, and that 
within two years the silver coins now out- 

ing shall be recalled for recoinage, the 
same to be paid for with Treasury notes. 
After two years these old coins and the Treas- 
ufy notes issued under the Sherman act are to 
be legal tender no longer. 

In this bill the daddy dollar ratio of 16 
to 1, with 371 grains of pure silver in the 
dollar, is abandoned. It proposes to put the 


“holy ratio of 16 to 1 into the melting pot and 


throw overboard the great ostensible conten- 
tion of the free silver monometallists that 
there should be no change in the ratio. But 
the concession is only a picayunish one. It 
does not even offer to meet the advocates of 
honest money half-way. The commercial 
ratio of 274 to I. which is the latest reported, 
would require 635.6 grains of pure silver, or 
706 grains of standard silver, to put the new 
silver dollar on a parity with gold, and then 
it would not stay there long. But unless the 
silver coinage be raised to parity and held 
there the gold money will be completely 
driven out and our coin standard be changed 
to silver, having an inferior purchasing pow- 
er. Do the American people long for that 
sort of a change? They do not. 

The passage of Vest’s bill would make his 
new and slightly enlarged dollar, lifted up 
only one-third of the distance towards actual 
parity with gold, a full legal tender for all 
debts and dues of persons, corporations, 
banks, insurance companies, and even of the 
government itself. The whole four billions 
of bank deposits, now representing gold value, 
and nearly half of which stands to the credit 
of working men and women, would be pay- 
able in those Vest dollars, worth only 75 to 
80 cents. So would all other depts and 
credits, and the 20 billions or more of life 
and fire insurance, all bought with monoy 
equal to gold in value, would be paid with 
dollars about three-quarters worth and one- 
quarter worthless. Possibly that kind of 
policy might suit in Missouri, but would it be 
acceptable in Illinois? 

Of course these part worth dollars would 
drive out of circulation the gold coins, they 
containing 23.22 grains of pure metal to the 
dollar. It is evident Vest intends and expects 
that the gold would be so driven out, for his 
bill drops the Sherman clause in obedience to 
which the government now keeps all the cur- 
rency at par with gold. The purpose and in- 
tent of his bill are to discard the gold stand- 
ard and substitute the cheap silver one, with 
the consequence thatall redemption of the 
currency shall be in the new inferior silver 
dollar, He does not contemplate the keeping 
of any gold redemption fund in the Treasury 
If his bill should pass all the greenbacks 
would be redeemable in the new 75 or 80 
cent dollars, so would the national bank notes 
‘and the Sherman silver certificates. The lat- 
ter are now redeemable in gold, under the act 
of July 14, 1890, and to redvem them with 
depreciated silver dollars after they had been 
issued at gold par in payment for silver at its 
commercial value would entail the rank injus- 
tice of paying fora part of that silver only 
about three-quarters of its real bullion value. 
But a little inconsistency like that does not ap- 
pear to be of any consequence in the eyes of 
Vest and his fellow-shriekers for free silver ata

Waite, and the cheap Washburn of Massachu- 
setts, Pence of Colorado, and Fithian of this 
State, to say nothing of Madam Lease, the un- 
assignable errant from Kansas? Where are now 
the bloody bridle business in Colorado and the 
secession war that was threatened there so 
glibly but a few days ago?

MR. DANA CONSTRUES THE TARIFF 
PLANK. 
The chief idea in the tariff plank of the 
Democratic Chicago platform reads thus: 


We denounce Republican protection as a fraud; 
a robbery of the great majority of the American 
people for the benefit of the few. We declare it 
to be a fundamental principle of the Democratic 
party that the Federal Government has no con- 
stitutional power to impose and collect tariff 
duties except for the purpose of revenue only. 

We denounce the McKinley tariff law enacted 
by the Fifty-first Congress as the culminating 
atrocity of class legislation, and we propose its 
repeal as one of the beneficent results that will 
follow the action of the people in intrusting 
power to the Democratic party. 


Coming from a party which in 1856 and 
again in 1860 had declared itself for pro- 
gressive free trade and whose Southern 


wing, while managing the affairs of the Con- 


federacy, had established free trade as far as 
the United States would allow, such language 
could have but one meaning. It could have 
but one when the words were construed as a 
court, not politicians, would construe them. 
They meant that no duties must be imposed 
on competitive products whether raw or 
finished materials, because such duties neces- 
sarily must give protection to the American 
manufacturer to the extent of theduty. The 
only duties which can be imposed under the 
Democratic plank are those which will yield 
revenue only and not protection also. Reve- 
nue must be obtained, ‘therefore, by duties on 
non-competitive goods, such as tea, coffee, 
sugar, etc. 

This was the interpretation put on the plank 
at the time of its adoption by a vote of 564 
yeas to 342 nays. The men who voted for it 
interpreted it before they left this city. Mr. 
Wilson of West Virginia, who is to be Chair- 
man of the Committee on Ways and Means, 
vice Springer, retired, made a speech the 
night that plank was adopted in which he in- 
terpreted it to be free trade. So did others. 
Watterson exulted. 

Tun Trisuns pressed the logical meaning 
of the tariff plank of the Democrats as con- 
strued by themselves so strongly during the 
last Presidential campaign that the leaders 
were frightened, even men like Watterson. 
He began explaining with much earnestness 
and many double leads that it was not the in- 
tention of his party to repeal all protective 
duties but only some of them. It meant, said 
he, to take the duties off wool and deprive the 
wool-raiser of protection, and off coal and iron 
ore and deprive those interests of protection. 
But, he continued, the intention was merely 
to reduce such duties as those on woolens, 
iron, steel, glass, cotton prints, leather, im- 
plements, etc., still leaving on the statute 
books duties which produced large revenue 
and also gave much protection, This was a 
palpable violation of the letter and spirit of 
the platform, but it answered its purpose of 
reassuring the people who are not free traders 
and wanted duties on wool, coal, iron ore, 
glass, etc. 

The Democrats, having the President and 
Congress on their side, will soon be confronted 
with the “tariff reform” question. It will 
be upon them when the silver question is dis- 
posed of. Then they will have to interpret 
their tariff piank with deeds, not words. They 
will have to put a construction of it into a law. 
The editor of the New York Sun, an old 
Whig protectionist at heart, has kindly fur- 
nished the Democratic party with a constrac- 
tion which if adopted would satisfy him by 
combining big protection with big revenue. 

Gov. McKinley stated the other day that the 
Democrats meant to make wool free and go 
in for free trade generally. The Sun says 
that such a statement evinces a total mis- 
conception of the Democratic tariff plank, 
which— 

Says nothing about free trade, does not contem- 
plate free trade, is not addressed to the promo- 
tion of free trade, and, if carried out in full and 
logical realization, will form a complete, frank, 
and uncompromising opposition to any theory of 
free trade that has ever been conceived or pro- 
mulgated. Moreover, under the Democratic doc- 
trine, as declared at Chicago, the free admission 
of foreign wool through the custom-houses of 
the United States would be as great an absurd- 
ity as the free and unrestrained exercise of high- 
way robbery, burglary, larceny, and arson would 
be under the provisions of the moral law. 

The Chicago platform declares that the only 
constitutional tariff is a tariff for revenue only. 
In other words, every single duty that it requires 
and admits is levied for revenue only; and ac- 
cordingly neither wool nor any other article can 
be allowed to come into this country from any 
foreign country without contributing its equal: 
and proper share to the revenue of the Treasury. 
There can be no free wool; there can be no free 
iron ; there can be no free clothing; there can be 
nothing free. Everything must pay, and, more- 
over, everything must pay its equal and just part 
of the total impost that is levied for revenue 
only; that is to say, for revenue without regard 
to any other consideration whatever. 

The Sun goes farther than the Courier. Jour- 
nal, Mr, Watterson said that the Democrats 
could, without violating their platform, im- 
pose on nearly all competitive articles duties 
which would give protection. Mr. Dana sa} 6 
the Democrats must impose duties. on all 
competitive articles, the result being protec- 
tion, but must impose the same duties on all 
non-competitive articles.

THE RELATIVE INJURY. 

: ng that the effect of the stoppage of 
the monthly purchase of 4,500,000 ounces 
of silver would be to lower the price of that 
metal slightly and thus depress somewhat one 
of the industries of the silver-mining States, 
what is the all-sufficient justification? That 
it would be for “the greatest good of the 
greatest number,” which is the golden rule 
where a democratic form of government ob- 
tains. . 

The total population of the United States is 
about 66,000,000, Of that number 660,000, 
or 1 per cent, live in the silver-producing re- 
gions. Substantially the same proportions 
apply to the wealth and of the 
country, 99 per cent of which 1s outside of 
those sections where silver is produced. The 
continuance of the system of silver purchases 
under the Sherman law will inflict in- 
tolerable injury on 99 per cent of 
the people of the United States and 
99 per cent of its trade and commerce. The 
stoppage of those purchases will inflict at the 
most a slight temporary injury on 1 per cent 
of the population and the business. Those 
being the circumstances, there is no room for 
doubt as to what should be done in a country 
where the many rule and not the few, and 
where the greatest good of the greatest num- 
ber is the object which the government’ 
aims at. 

There is even less room for doubt when one 
reflects that silver mining is but one of the 
industries of the Rocky Mountain States, and 
that only a small percentage of their 660,000 
people draws their sustenance from the 
silver mines, Montana mines gold and 
copper and raises horses and _ cattle. 
Sheep abound there and in the States 
and Territories to the south. Coal mining 
has become a great industry in Colorado and 
elsewhere. Agriculture is carried on profit- 
ably wherever there is water. Silver mining 
is a showy industry, but not as valuable as 
others which make less parade, If one were 
to judge by noise alone the number of those 
engaged in it would seem to be very great. 
When they are counted they dwindle to a 
handful. The total population of Montana in 
1890 was 132,000. The number of men 
working in gold and silver mines was 5,900. 
There were in Colorado 419,000 people, of 
whom 13,000 were gold and silver miners. 
The closing of three or four great Eastern 
mills throws more people out of work than 
there are gold and silver miners in those two 
States. 

In an interview with the editor of Taz TA. 
UNE in a Sunday morning paper he was made 
to say: 

These three remedies I believe would restore 
the country. Of course they imply injury to the 
silver-producing States. But what of that? It is 
not sensible to inflict 90 per cent of the popula- 
tion with injustice for the sake of a meager 10 
percent. 

What he did say, of‘course, was that 99 per 
cent should not be treated with injustice “ for 
the sake of a meager 1 per cent.“ As the 
above shows, the case could have been stated 
even more strongly. For if the cessation of 
silver purchases did harm the silver producers 
they are really only a fraction of 1 per cent 
of the entire population, and are not 10 per 
cent of the population of the silver-mining 
States, And yet that fraction of a percentage 
is asking that the rest of the country shall be 
ruined rather than that it shall run the risk of 
losing something. 


FULL-WORTH DOLLARS. 
None of the silver monometallists can deny 


that the gold dollar ‘is a full-worth dollar. 
Some of them ‘pretend te believe that with 
free silver coinage the silver dollar containing 
only 371% grains of that metal would be 
worth as much as the gold dollar, while most 
of them want free coinage” of silver be- 
cause they believe it would be worth far less, 
but all agree that the gold coin is a worthful 
one and will purchase as many dollars’ worth 
of goods as are named on the coih. It will 
do this all over the world as well as in the 
United States. The people of France, Ger- 
many, England, and other countries will take 
our gold coin in full satisfaction for purchases 
reckoned in their own gold coin, according to 
the number of grains of the pure metal it con- 
tains, 

They will not do that with our 871-grain 
silver dollars. That kind of “coin” would 
be accepted in foreign. countries only after 
making a deduction equal to the difference 
between the commercial value of the silver 
and our theoretical coinage value of it, To 
the people of Europe our silver dollar would 
be half good and half worthless, and they 
would refuse to take it at the absurd valua- 
tion placed on it by the silver monometallists, 
who are silly enough to think that calling the 
371 grains of silver a dollar would make it 
equal to a gold dollar in buying power. They 
would laugh at the pretension and say as the 
French do: We have silver coins of our 
own which circulate at their face value be- 
cause our government and the Bank of 
France keep them up to the gold level, and 
are able to do it because our government 
eighteen years since ceased to coin any more 
of the depreciated metal into five-franc pieces. 
But we have no such guarantee for your 
American silver coin as long as your govern- 
ment continues to add to its already oppreas- 
ive load of depreciated silver without increas- 
ing your gold redemption fund. We take 
your gold coins at their full bullion value and 
apply the same rule to your silver. It is 
worth no more to us in one shape than in the 
other. 

With the 16 to 1 free coinage which the silver 
monometallists demand there would no 
longer be even a pretense of such guarantee, 
nor possibility of it. The silver coins would 
have to circulate among us at their bullion 
value and nothing more. Then the silver dol- 
lar would be part worthless, and how much 
so would depend upon the varying estimate 
of the value of silver in Europe, as paper 
prices fluctuated here during the war. If the 
present bullion value of silver were maintained 
the dollar would be 60 cents of worth and 40 
cents of no value at all. But thereis the 
strongest reason to believe that the purchas- 
ing power of the metal would sink further, 
soon giving us a dollar less than half of 
which was value and more than half value- 
less. Whichever way this might be the fre- 
quent fluctuation in buying power of the dol- 
lar would tell with especial hardship on the 
farming hands in the rural districts and the 
wageworkers in the cities, making both these 
feel to their sorrow that the Democratic plat- 
form on which Cleveland was nominated 
stated the case correctly in averring that the 
farmers and laboring classes are tho first 
and the most defenseless victims of unstable 
money and a fluctuating currency.” 

That platform demanded “ the maintenance 
of the parity of the two metals and the equal 
power of every dollar at all times in the mar- 
kets and in the payment of debts.’’ This must 
meun that the silver dollar shall have equal 
purchasing power with the gold dollar, which 
could not be with free coinage as asked for by 
the silver monometallists, There could be no 
bimetallism where one coin was intrinsically 
worth néarly or quite twice as much as the 
other, the nominal values of the two being 
equal. The experience of more than a century 
has shown that a difference of only 2 or 3 per 
cent either way was sufficient to drive out the 
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merce are 
centages of profit than were the rule up to a 
few years ago. And as it would be impossible 
to fix on a ratio that could be depended on to 
there is no hope for tho realization of a double 


two kinds of money metal as of yore, but the 
best one of them must be taken as the stand- 


ard. And the other must artificially be held 


up to it or abandoned and discarded except 
for subsidiary money. The wish of the silver 
monometallists is to oust gold from its stand- 
ard money position; but that is so impractica- 
ble and absurd that it can be entertained only 
by those who want to cheat their creditors or 
workmen. 2 


JOHN BOYD THACHER AND HIS SYSTEM. 

Mr. John Boyd Thacher continues to ex- 
plain his unexplainable rules of award, and 
the more they are explained the less the ex- 
hibiters are able to comprehend them. Hours 
and days have been wasted by Mr. John Boyd 
Thacher in this. unprofitable business, for 
even if the exhibiters could understand them 
even then they would not be in favor of them 
for the simple reason that the outcome is 
worthless. Mr. John Boyd Thacher’s gold 
medal and vellum diploma mean nothing 
even if, as he promises, the name of the firm 
taking them is stamped upon them, so that 
** each of our medals will look as though it 
were cast especially for the exhibiter who re- 
ceives it. The exhibiter cares little for this 
distinction so long as the medal means noth- 
ing. Competition is the life of fairs as well 
as of trade, and when an exhibiter finds him- 
self given a medal by John Boyd Thacher 
which does not show that he has been com- 
peting for anything, and, worse than that, when 
he finds all his neighbors in the same class 
with’ bronze medals for exhibits which are no- 
toriousiy inferior to his, and which have been 
received simply because there is some point of 
excellence in their exhibits, he naturally feels 
like protesting against such a meaningless 
award, however much Mr. John Boyd Thacher 
may explain and vaunt his systems and let- 
ting him know that they care nothing for his 
bronze tag. 

There is no point at which the John Boyd 
Thacher system commends itself. The one 
man feature of it is as objectionable as the 
award itself, and it has operated so disastrous- 
ly that many exhibiters in various depart- 
ments have withdrawn their exhibits from 
the so-called competition which does not com- 
pete. The outcome in the art department, 
which is the first one reported upon, shows 
the lamentable confusion and comparative 
worthlessness which will be likely to charac- 
terize all other departments. The jury in 
this department ‘was independent enough to 
make its investigation as a jury instead of 
allowing one man to do the inspecting of a 
given number of pictures or statues, his re- 
port to be indorsed or rejected by a board of 
review. This jury asa whole decided what 
medals should be awarded by a majority vote. 
But even this kicking over of the one man 
plan was not satisfactory. The French, 
Belgian, Norwegian, and Russian galleries 
were withdrawn absolutely, and many of the 
German and Holland artists refused to have 
their pictures examined by the jury because 
they did not want medals that meant nothing. 

The selection of jurors to do this perfunc- 
tory and merely conventional work has been 
as unsatisfactory as everything else connected 
with the John Boyd Thacher system. Pianos 
of one make are to be examined by rival 
makers. Fruits of one State are to be judged 
hy rival fruit growers of another State. In 
the agricultural department we are credibly 
informed that one of the jurors did not know 
what a reaper and mower was. Exhibiters of 
bicycles are complaining because the expert 
examiner is an attorney for one of the com- 
peting exhibiters. And so the trouble goes in 
all departments. The protests, however, 
would seem to be superfluous, since there is 
no competition, and the maker of a wooden 
Indian or toy Japanese baby will get just the 
same kind of medal or vellum, or both, as the 
inventor of the most marvelous machinery 
or the maker of the most exquisite fabric, pro- 
vided there is any degree of excellence in the 
exhibits of the former. Meanwhile it will al- 
ways remain the most incomprehensible mys- 
tery of the White City how John Boyd Thacher 
obtained such absolute control over the Na- 
tional Commission and why he was allowed to 
override the wishes not only of the foreign 


| but of the American exhibiters. 


THE DARK CONTINENT IN CONGRESS. 

The present week promises to be a busy 
one in Mr. Bonney’s bee-hive of congresses 
ou the Lake-Front. There will be sessions of 
the Columbian Dental, the American Phar- 
maceutical, the Trade Journals, and Arbitra- 
tion and Peace Congresses, but none of them 
can equal in interest, industry, or picturesque- 
ness the sessions of the Congress of Africa, 
which began yesterday and will not close until 
next Monday evening. There will be fifty 
personal addresses made and sixty essays 
read, the 110 efforts being devoted to every 
conceivable topic of information concerning 
the Dark Continent. Among the prominent 
speakers and writers will be the Belgian Min- 
ister to the United States, several members of 
the English Royal Geographical Society, 
Momolu Massaquoi, a native African Prince; 
Maj. Pinto, Gerhard Rohlfs, the German ex- 
plorer; Col. Chaillé-Long, Joseph Cook, the 
Hon. J. A. Kasson, the Rev. Lewis Grant, 
Prof. Ebers, Yakub Pasha, Minister of Pub- 
lic Instruction in Egypt, Capt. Van Gelé, 
Mason Bey, Sir William Mackinnon, Dr. Mas- 
queray, T. U. Page, Frederick Douglass, 
Horace Waller, W. T. Stead, Gen. Eaton, Dr. 
Curry, Bishop Taylor, Gen, Morgan, Arch- 
bishop Feehan, Bishop Dudley, Prof. Payne, 
Herbert Ward, and numerous others. Such 
an array of expért talent upon any given 
topic indeed has not been congregated on any 
previous occasion of the sessions of the pres- 
ent congresses. The topics they will discuss 
cover the geography, history, explorations, 
agricultural conditions, the arts and sciences, 
language and literature, anthropology, ethnol- 
ogy, sociology, natural science, religion, and 
missionary work of Africa. The great con- 
tinent which furnishes the basis ofall this 
discussion by experts only now is beginning 
to be known. The information therefore will 
be comparatively fresh and original and far 
from theoretical. It will prove a record of 
what has been done in opening up the Dark 
Continent to the light of civilization and a 
statement of interesting facts rather than a 
conglomeration of theories, most of them im- 
practicable, such as have characterized the 
majority of these garrulous congresses.

Family Circle Broken. 


When the fire broke out the hotel was in 
charge of William Barribino, the day clerk, 
who had just relieved David Belgoin, the 
night clerk. He says that he went to 
the washroom in the rear and 
while there heard a peculiar noise 
and stepped out into the hall to see what was 
going on. He found the hall filled with 
smoke and a fire burning fiercely in the office.

The young- 
est girl was also rescued by the firemen and 
taken to St. Luke’s Hospital, where her burns 
were dressed. She is rapidly recovering [rom 
the effects of her rough experience. 

Most of the injured were taken to the 
County Hospital, where the badly injured 
were placed in Ward No. 11 and tenderly 
cared for. Those tightly injured had their 
wounds d and left. There were few 
scenes which usually accompany such affairs. 
Most of the unfortunates were strangers in 
the city and had no one to inquire for them. 
Philip Krongberg, who was brought in with 
his skull fractured, died at 4:30 o’clock, and 
an unknown man died an hour later. Two 
more are not expected to live, but the others 
will survive their experience. 


Given a Hero’s Reward. 


James Murphy, a teamster, made the first 
rescue. Hattie Ahrens, daughter of the res- 
taurantkeeper under the hotel, appeared at a 
window on the first floor crying to be saved. 
Murphy found a long stepladder, placed it 
against the building, and took the child down. 

hen they reached the ground the child threw 
her arms around her rescuer’s neck and gave 
him a hearty kiss. 

Joseph Wilson, astreet faker, got out of one 
of the back windows and started to slide down 
a water pipe to the ground. A falling man 
struck him on the head and he was dashed to 
the earth, receiving injuries which caused his 
death. 

L. M. Rogers was one of the most fortunate 
of the sufferers. He awoke to find his room 
filled with smoke. Hastily drawing on his 
trousers he rushed to the window. The heat 
and smoke so disturbed his nerves that, with- 
out hesitation, he plunged through the win- 
dow. The crowd watched horror stricken, ex- 
pecting to see him dashed. to pieces. But it 
was not tobe. In his descent he struck an 
electric-light cable, which broke his fall. and 
he landed in the street without serious injury. 

Oliver Palmer, another guest, was awakened 
by the smoke. Realizing the place was on 
fire he twisted the sheets into a rope and let 
himself down to the street. 

That building was no worse than many 
others in the city.“ said Marshal Musham. 
That this thing doesn’t happen frequently 
is good luck, that’s all. The construction 
could not be worse, and yet nothing is done to 
remedy it. The fire itself did not amount to 
much, but from the way the place was fitted 
up it is a wonder how any one ever got out. I

uest. A jury was impaneled and sent to the 

ounty Morgue, in charge of Deputy O’Brien, 
to view the remains of the dead there with the 
hope of identifying them. Nothing was 
found, however, by which their iden- 
tity could be determined, and the jury 
returned to Sigmund’s morgue. Here

Daly was 
hot, and meeting Gideon in the paddock ac- 
cused him of giving him the double-cross, de- 
claring that Overton must have tipped Gideon 
off to some information about Wah Jim’s 
running the other day which induced him to 
back him again today. There would have 
been a hand-to-hand encounter had not John 
Kelly and other friends interfered. Gideon 
made a big winning over the race, and the row 
between him and his partneris the talk of the 
town tonight. The Western horse Lakeview, 
with Taral up, was the choice of the event, and 
closed a hot favorite at 8 to 5, with Key West 
second choice at 6 to 1. Wah Jim was quoted at 
6 tol. Wah Jim jumped away in front at third 
breakaway, and, galloping at the head of the 
brigade from flag fall to finish, won as he pleased 
by a length and a half.

Itis even ready to ad- 
mit that there is a rebellious Senate, but it is 
confident this rebellion has not the strength 
to defeat the administration policy of repeal, 
ind that if it has the strength it will be 
erpshed by public opinion and the firmness of 
Mr. Cleveland. 

The friends of the administration feel that 
‘Mr. Cleveland speaks not only as President. 
but asthe leader of his party, and that when 
he has spoken it becomes little short of a duty 
on the part of the Democratic Senators to up- 
hold him.

000 a year.

ERROR IN THE ASSETS. 


J. H WALKER TELLS HOW IT GOT 
IN THE INVENTORY. 


Draft for $300,000 Drawn by the Whole- 
sale House on the Retail House Evi- 
dence of a Fictitious Debt—Salary Paid 
the General CounseleTestimony in the 
Investigation — Lazarus Silverman Be- 
fore the Inquiry Into His Failure Says 
That He Can Pay in Full. 


Investigation before Master Bass into the 


affairs of the James -H. Walker company was 
continued yesterday. All the attorneys who 
have been engaged in the previous proceed- 
ings were on hand, and Attorneys Max Pam, 
Remy, and Isaac H. Meyer conducted the 
further examination of Mr. Walker, which 
continued all day. 

Attorney Pam opened the inquiry by going 
into the transactions of the company since its 
incorporation. Mr. Walker said that when 
the James H. Walker company was turned 
into a corporation an inventory was taken 
which at that time he thought was correct. 
About three weeks ago he discovered that one 
of the assets contained in that inventory 
was fictitious, This was a draft drawn on the 
retail house by the wholesale in January, 
1893, for the sum of $300,000 and which ap- 
peared on the books of the wholesale house as 
cash. It appears that the wholesale house sold 
all stock té the retail and at the end of each 
quarter a draft for the amount due was drawn 
on the retail, but as the drafts were not actu- 
ally paid in cash it produced a fictitious asset 
on the books of the wholesale house. It was 
also shown that George 8. Willits, counsel 
and a director of the company, was in 
receipt of a salary at the rate of 
$12,000 a year in his capacity of counsel 
and that at the time of the failure he had 
drawn $7,000 for the year of 1893. This 
salary arrangement Mr. Walker said was 
made between Mr. Cummings and Mr. Wil- 
lits and the latter did pot tell witness of it 
until a short time ago 


From Mr. Walker evidence it was learned . 


that a fire sale had been conducted in the re- 
tail store during the months of June and 
July. The loss resulting from this sale was 
placed at over $200,000, 

The receivership was first discussed by Mr. 
Walker in the latter part of July with Mr. 
Mason, when the former discovered that he 
could not obtain money outside of the usual 
sources of supply. A special meeting was 
held on the day of the assignment at which 
Mr. Walker was not present, where prefer- 
ences were made to certain customers and 
employés. Previous to the failure Mr. Walk- 
er had not drawn over $600 for personal ex- 
penses for a period of two weeks. 
Several of Mr. Walker’s relatives had 
money on deposit with the concern, includin 
his mother and three sisters. Mr. Walker di 
not ask that they have preferences, although 
— sums on deposit would reach about 817, 
00 


Mr. Walker also said that the inventory of 
the assets of the company was being taken at 
a low figure, the estimate of the value of the 
goods in the retail store being 60 per cent of 
the cost and that in the wholesale at 85 per 
cent of the cost. Mr. Wal«er also added that 
meetings of the directors had been held on 
several occasions at which he was not present, 
and of which he was advised. 

The investigation will be continued this 
morning, when William A. Mason, the Treas- 
urer of the company, will be examined. 


SILVERMAN SAYS HE CAN PAY. 


His Testimony Before the Investigation 
into His Bank's Assignment. 

The inquiry into the affairs of Lazarus Sil- 
verman, the insolvent banker, was resumed 
yesterday before Judge Scales in the County 
Court. The banker appeared about 11 o’clock 
in response to a citation and submit- 
ted to an examination by Levy Mayer 
concerning his assets and liabilities. 
He acknowledged that he went to New York 
for the purpose of securing money to tide over 
the crisis which he realized was inevitable. 
He said that he had taken with him collateral 
securities amounting to $250,000, and could 
realize nothing on them. The banker de- 
scribed his mental struggle after arriving at 
his home the night of Aug. 3. He said: 

I sat up until 4 o'clock in the morning devising 
vlans to prevent a total liquidation. I drew up 
a number of judgment notes to preferred credit- 
ors for amounts varying from $100 to $1,000. 
These creditors held securities of mine, and 1 
thought that if I could give them my note secured 
by mortgage it would keep others off and I could 
use the securities held by the satisfied creditors 
to pay off other claims. I conferred with friends 
over this idea, and finally gesolved to give it up 
because I realized that the public nl think 1 
was trying to dispose of my assets to preferred 
creditors, so I made an assignment, though | 
would rather have signed my own death warrant 
than to have done so. 

It was shown that before the runon the 
bank in July its deposits had been between 
$600,000 and $700,000. Further question- 
ing brought out the fact that Silverman had 
given a deed to his property on Wabash av. 
enue and a note for $20,000 to the Commer- 
cial National Pank to secure shortages on his 
clearances several weeks before an assign- 
ment was made, 

The examining attorney asked the banker if 
he had turned overall his assets to the as- 
signee, and he gave an affirmative answer. 
His attorney, however, was quick to make a 
contrary statement to the court. He said 
that Silverman had drawn out $5,000 
from a deposit he had in the Park 
National: Bank of New York City. The 
amount had been reserved by him 
for personal reasons and had been placed in 
the hands of Col. Quigg. The court was not 
asked to take cognizance of the transaction. 
It was evident that the debtor was not 
thoroughly prepared to answer specifically 
the questions asked of him by the counsel. 
He asked Judge Scales for. more time in 
which to look up the condition of his affairs 
so that he might be able to make an _ intelli- 
gent statement to the court. “Iam con- 
vinced that I owe about $650,000,” said he, 
but I am positive that I can pay 100 cents 
on the dollar and have enough left to live 
cemfortably the rest of my life. There wil] 
be no loss to creditors of my estate. The 
poor people who have claims against me shall 
be paid first.“ 

Judge Scales granted Silverman’s request, 
and adjourned the inquiry until 10 o’clock 
next Thursday morning. 


RECEIVER FOR A HOTEL COMPANY. 


Daniel Webster Appointed Receiver for 
the Monroe—Simall Failures. 

In a: Superior Court bill Fred Hempy, 
President and Treasurer of the Monroe Hotel 
company, asks for the appointment of a re. 
ceiver to wind up the affairs of 
that concern. The hotel is located 
in Hyde Park, and, according to the 
statements of the bill, is doing 
a good business. The company was incor. 
porated a year ago with a capital stock of 
$300,000. The stockholders are Hempy, E. 
A. Eastman, and S. L. Eastman. Hempy de- 
clares that $350,000 was spent in erecting 
and furnishing the establishment. The com.

The account in 
several papers that we 
became excited and 
tipped the boat over by 
jumping to the opposite 
side is wholly untrue, for 
GRACE M’DONALD.. we were sitting quietly 
and had not time to be frightened until we were 
straggling in the water. The three boys helped 
us all up on the bottom of the boat, where 
we clung for a few moments. But our 
weight unbalanced the boat and it sank 
partly, throwing us into the water. After that I 
did not see my brothers again. They were good 
swimmers, but certainly went down then. was 
clinging to Miss Lulu McDonald and we were 
sinking for the third time when Elmer Golding, 
who had managed to grasp the boat with one 
hand, shouted loudly to us, and Miss McDonald 
threw up her arm in a desperate effort to reach 
him. o grasped her and, after a marvelous ef- 
fort for a boy of 16, pushed us up on_the boat 
again. There we remained until four Elgin men 
who were out in a rowboat came to our rescue. 
Ernest Roome was a bookkeeper in the 
Northern Trust company’s bank, in the 
Chamber of Commerce Building, and Sidney 
Roome was in the employ of Thorsen

Josiah Quincy, Assistant Secretary of State, 
the President of the Peace Congress, delivered 
an address on the subject of Arbitration.“ 
Among other things he gaid : 

Within the last century the United States has 

in thirty-three instances made agreements with 
other powers, nine of them being with Great Brit- 
ain for the settlement of disputed questions 
threugh some form of arbitration. The present 
year has added to the list another conspicuous 
instance of successful arbitration between the 
same nations. By the public attention which 
it has attracted, the eminence of the .counsel 
who have appeared before it, the novelty and 
importance of the questions of international law 
to — decided and of the whole character of the 
yroceedings the Bering Sea tribunal has still 
urther strengthened the cause of international 
arbitratido. oth of these great English speak - 
ing natjons have thus formally recogni the 
desirabjlity of international arbitration not only 
in specjal cases but as a general principle of in- 
ternational relations. : 

Delegates from the various nations repre- 
sented made brief speeches and the congress 
adjourned. 

Liberian Prince Present. 


A real live Prince sat on the platform of 
the Hall of Columbus yesterday morning. He 
was Momolu Massaquoi of Jabacca, Liberia, 
Prince of the Veys. He had just come from 
Liberia, where he had been assisting his 
father, the King, in disciplining some wild 
tribes who had been encroaching on his terri- 
tory. Beside him were Bishop B. W. Arnot, 
the Rev. J. T. Jenifer, Alex. Delcommune, 
and Capt. Vangele of Brussels, who have 
made explorations in Congo and John Eaton, 
LL. D., Frederick Perry Noble, the Rev. Mr. 
Mercer, Mrs. M. French-Sheldon, and Mrs. 
Charles Henrotin. a 

The Rev. E. P. Goodwin opened the con- 
gress with prayer. President Bonney made a 
brief address, ending by saying: ‘‘ The nine- 
teenth century has no greater remaining task 
than to give to the twentieth a new Africa, re- 
deemed, regenerated, and disenthralled.’ 
Alfred Le Ghait, Minister from Belgium to the 
United States, specially commissioned by 
King Leopold to attend the congress, then 
stepped to the front. He reviewed the work 
of the explorers in Congo and told of what 
had been done to civilize the country. He 
said among other things: 

If a wish might be uttered here it should be 
that the commerce ofthe United States in the 
Congo may soon hold a rank worthy of its enter- 
prising spirit. Since 1888 it has been repre- 
sented there by commercial agents and.last year 
a bill was brought before the Senate providing 
for the appointment of a Consul-General and a 
Vice-Consul. The question was recently raised 
of creating a direct line between Boston and 
Boma and the advisability of establishing com- 
mercial and industrial undertakings in the Con- 

o has been considered by Massachusetts and 
Virginia manufacturers. Regarding their ef- 
forts in this direction the Americans may de- 
pend upon the special solicitude of the Congo 
State. 

The Rev. J. T. Jenifer also delivered a 
short address and Eli Sowerbutts read a ~ 
on The Geography of Africa as a Whole. 

At the Afternoon Session. 

At the afternoon session John M. Langston. 
Virginia’s colored ex-Congressman, read an 
address on The Negro in Latin America— 
1493-1893.” Referring to the providential 
working out vo Bos destiny of the negro in 
America he said: 

Iam one of those n who thank God that 
Christopher Columbus discovered America and 
the West Indies. I am not £o to quarrel with 
the Lord because of his ways of doing things. 
am glad we negroes abound on the American con- 
tinent, and if to get here and be here it was 
necessary to come through slavery then I gladly 
accept slavery. 

A paper contributed by Mme. Sofia Bom, 
piani on Italian Explorations in Africa 
was read by Miss Mclivaine, and a paper con- 
tributed by the Rev. Fred S. Arnot of Garen-

HE WILL NOT FIGHT PEOPLE'S Er- 
FORT TO ABOLISH THE DUMP. 


If They Don't Want Garbage Thrown in 
the Lake at Twenty-seventh Street He 
Will Obey Their Dictates, if They Are 
Expressed Through a Court's 
Will Test Another Crematory — Mr. 
Kraus Not Pleased with His Interview 
Regarding Elevation of Tracks. 

Supt. Welles of the Bureau of Street and 
Alley Cleaning will not fight any effort which 
may be made by residents of the district east 
of the Twenty-seventh street garbage dump 
to get an injunction restraining the city from 
using the place for that purpose. I am the 
servant of the people, he said yesterday, 
„and if they prefer I should increase the ex- 
penditures of my department thousands of 
dollars each month by taking garbage to 
some distant dump and at the same time de- 
crease the efficiency of the service I will do 
so. If an injunction is sought I shall simply 
tell the court of the city’s need of the 
place and rest my case there. I think 
the court will consider the greatest 
good to the greatest number and refuse to 
grant the injunction. If the dumping of gar- 
bage there were discontinued it would be no 
improvement for those who make complaint, 
for the garbage which has been thrown there 
will be as much of a nuisance for the rest of 
the summer as it is now. At present the resi- 
dents of the district are not bothered except 
when the wind is from the east. 

In a few days Mr. Welles will have ready for 
trial a new portable crematory which he 
thinks will have a capacity equal to that of all 
the garbage of any one ward each day. It is 
built on the plan of the hand crematories 
which are now being used in some of the alleys. 
It is to be drawn by horses. Ifit proves the 
success anticipated it is probable one will 
be built for each of the city wards. 
The garbage problem will then 
be practically settled. Mr. Welles does not 
think much of large crematories, as it costs 
too much to haul garbage to them. When 
figuring on the sale of the city’s sixteen teams 
used jn street cleaning in the First Ward he 
discovered that it cost the city $5.05 a load 
for every load hauled. Hauling toa crem- 
atory he believed will be no less expensive. 

All of the sixteen teams will not be sold at 
auction Saturday. Chief Brennan went to the 
Mayor yesterday and called his attention to 
the need of the Police Department for three 
teams, two to be used on patrol wagons in the 
outlying districts and one for an ambulance 
to be manned from the East Chicago Station. 
It was decided that the three teams shall be 
taken from the sixteen it was decided fo sell. 


HE IS NOT HOPEFUL OF ELEVATION, 


Mr. Kraus’ Interview with Western Indiana 
People Was Unsatisfactory. 


Notwithstanding the hopeful view taken by 
the Corporation Counsel after his interview 
last week with President Thomas of the West- 
ern Indiana road on the subject of the eleva- 
tion of that company’s tracks it may be said 
that Mr. Kraus is now fearful that the officials 
of the road mean todo absolutely nothing 
until they are forced. Indirectly he admitted 
that his conference with Mr. Thomas was not 
a pleasing one. 

‘*IT shall be obliged,” said he, to any citi- 
zen who is interested in the elcvation of tracks 
and the abolition of grade crossings who will 
give me information concerning any trespass 
of the Western Indiana railroad company on 
the public streets, or any information of a 
supposed trespass. Such information will 
undoubtedly prove of great value to me in 
the future.’ 

The Western Indiana tracks parallel those 
of the Pennsylvania company for a distance 
of thirteen blocks, north of Forty-second 
street. The latter company has submitted a 
proposition which is believed will be accepta- 
ble, but it is conceded the elevation of those 
tracks will do little good unless the Western 
Indiana tracks go up also. 

The engineers of the Public Department 
are busily engaged in collecting evidence of 
trespass on the part of the road.

There were few disturbing elements in the 
markets yesterday, yet grains were generally 
lower, led by wheat, which sold off under con- 
siderable realizing. The Signal Service map 
showed some rains in the Northwest, while it was 
generally clear through the corn belt. with pre- 
dictions of fair skies and warmer temperature 
for today. The feeling after the close was fairly 
steady. Puts on September wheat sold at 624@ 
62'4c, and were quoted late at 62. with calls 
at 644@64Xc after selling at 644%@64\%c. Puts 
on September corn sold at 839%@39%c, calls at 
40@40¢c. 

Estimated receipts for today: Wheat, 1380 
cars; corn, 540 cars; oats, 320 cars; and 15,000 
hogs. 

The closing private advices came in a shade 
easier at Liverpool, while the board’s public 
cabie said Berlin was steady and Paris no mar- 
ket owing to a holiday.

SMALL SETBACK IN WHEAT. 


Realizing Sales Result in a Moderate De- 
cline—Other Markets Quiet. 


Wheat futures closed 14 61½e lower, at nearly 
inside prices of the day. This would suggest a 
decidedly weak market, but it was scarcely that, 
although naturally disappointing to the bulls 
who had witnessed a steady advance of 5c during 
the previous three days. The course was in the 
light of a reaction from an advance, which had 
been apparently so rapid that the outside de- 
mand had not kept up with the procession, and 
realizing on the hard spots proved too much for 
stability. Much of the current news was favor- 
able to continued strength, especially the 
actual movement here and elsewhere, and the 
general -statistical position. The opening was 
weak to a cent lower; longs were realizing and 
shorts in the main had covered last week. The offer- 
ings were fairly well taken, however. Wall street 
was weaker, but the exchange market was quot- 
ed fully as favorable as previously and Liverpool 
— a small advance. Receipts at primary 

ints continued to run away behind a year ago. 
he Northwest had 350 cars, against 424 for the 
same day last year. Locally receipts were only 
118 cars, the out-inspection was 194,500 bu, and 
posted shipments the largest in months at 405,- 
500 bu. Arrivals at all primary points 532,222 
bu, against shipments of 854,745 bu. The 
visible supply promised to show a decrease 
of 1,000, to 1,500,000 bu, against an 
increase a year ago of 2,000,000 _ bu, 
and on this the bulls loaded up again. When

General Insurance Notes. 

The National Board of Fire Underwriters 
has offered a reward of $250 for information that 
will lead to the detection of the person or persons 
concerned in the fires of May 18 and July 8 at 
Watertown, N. . 

The Oakland Home has withdrawn from 
Colorado, the Germania from all but Denver, 
while the Home of New York, the Northern, and 
the New York Underwriters’ Agency have with- 
drawn from Durango. 

The St. Paul Title Insurance and Trust 
company is fighting the tax power, which has 
— it on $375,000 capi stock and per- 
sonal property. The company’s contention is 
that it should be assessed as other insurance 
companies are, 2 per cent on its premiums. 

Marine underwriters interested in lake 
business are becoming somewhat uneasy about 
their premium collections on the season’s busi- 
ness. The notes for these premiums fall due in 
October and November. The lake carrying busi- 
ness has been bad, few boats having even paid 
expenses. 

It ap rs that the Minneapolis fire loss will 
be well distributed among companies. Few 
managers report large lines and the district in 
which the fire occurred has been given a wide 
berth. Minneapolis has been considered a bad 
city from an insurance standpoint for years and 
the Nicollet Island district has been recognized 
as extra hazardous. 

The Senate Hotel at No. 184 Madison 
street was of the class of cheap lodging-houscs 
which are in disfavor with insurance men. They 
are construc with pine partitions and are 
filled with cheap furniture of an inflammable 
nature. Many of the companies are refusing 
such buildings except at rates considerably high- 
er than those current for commercial risks. 
There was noinsurance carried on the hotel build- 
ing, which was destroyed by fire yesterday morn- 
ing. 


WHERE HAS THE CURRENCY GONE? 


An Increase of $23,000,000 in the Circula- 
tion Since Jan. 1, 

Wasnineton, D. C., Aug. 12.—United States 
Treasurer Morgan furnishes an interesting 
piece of information today. He says that 
since Jan. 1, when the financial depression 
may be said to have commenced, there has 
been an increase in the amount of United 
States bonds deposited by the banks to secure 
circulation of -something like $23,000,000. 
At the date mentioned the amount of bonds on 
hand for redeeming bank notes was in 
round numbers $168,000,000, while today 
it is $188,000,000, with announcements of 
deposits that will bring the total by the 
close of business hours today up to 
$191,000,000 in round numbers. Thereare, 
in the opinion of Mr. Morgan, several ex- 
planations of this increase, ail going to prove

rge financial institutions are speculating 
— making loans during the present crisis. 
Mr. Morgan thinks reports as to these de- 
posits are most gratifying, and sure that they 
are to relieve the financial situation somewhat 
by increasing the amount of currency in cir- 
culation among the people.
